According to the conven- 
tional wisdom, Chappaquiddick^ is nowr 
"past," fading, politically over. _~ 

Do not believe it. Under Massa- 
chusetts law, Kennedy should have 
been indicted for manslaughter. If 
he runs for national office, the scab 
will be ripped off that, wound, and 
Kennedy will face the roughest per- 
sonal attacks in the history of pres- 
. idential politics. 

We now know a lot more about the 
events of that fatal night than we did in 
the aftermath of the accident, thanks to 
Robert SherrillV thetwo Tcdrows, and 
numerous other writers and, investi- 
- gators. Perhaps the best book on the 
subject is Death at Chappaquiddick by 
Richard and Thomas Tedrow, pub- 
lished in 1976. Just audition these facts 
for use against a 1980 Teddy bid for the 
presidency: 



/. Kennedy, the Tedrows argue per- . 
suasively, escaped from the car through 
the open window on the driver's side. As 
the car hit the water on its right side 
this window would have been facing up- 
ward, and the incoming water from the 

smashed window below would actually 
have aided his escape. _. 

2: As thT Tedrows show, and in con- 
trast to Teddy's statements, the car at 
the time by no means rested in deep 
water. At low tide, the water depth was 
only five to six feet. It was low tide from 
1 rp.mvta midnight. Kennedy's' escape 
hatch would have been eight to 22 
inches above Water. Even at 12:45 a. mT, 
with the tide rising, only a foot or two of 
water would have covered the window. 
Kennedy's statements about repeatedly 
"diving" in his rescue attempts must be 
fiction. Anyone but a paraplegic could 
have rescued the woman. 

Note: Kennedy claimed that the cur- 
rent was swift at the slated time. In fact, 
the water was still and shallow.

ACTUALLY. ONLY MALE field crickets chirp. They 
produce the chirping souid by elevating their upper pair of 
wings'and rubbing one. wing over the other. 

Studies reveal that the crickets' chirp acts as a means to 
attract females or as a courting song to induce mating. 
Additionally, the chirping may function as fighting songs 
which repel other males. 



As with all. other, insects, the field. cricket has six legs: 
lis one pair of hind legs are adapted for jumping. •' 

THE FIELD CRICKET has long slender antennae, lour 
flat wings and two prominent appendages, called cercu.ai 
ihe end of the abdomen. It is usually brown to black in 
color. 

The field cricket, most commonly found in North, and' 
■South America, is only one type ol cricket;. Others include, 
house crickets, tree crickets and mole crickets.

In this training program, .potential paramedic 
candidates study heart anatomy, psychiatric illnesses, 
severe trauma problems, bodily, injuries and administra- 
tion of medications. 

The formal training at the hospital usually lakes two 
years, after which lime the candidates are evaluated and 
lested. * 

Their training does not. end here, however. Qualified. 

paramedics must here-certified every two.years.andjhis 

involves putting in more time in the hospital and taking 

further exam inaiions. 

If the volunteer has not gone through, paramedic

training, he must at least become a qualified KMT. This is 
an emergency medical technician and requires 82 
classroom hours. 

Functional, up-to-date equipment is essentia] for the 
successful opera I i mi of the/Rescue Squad. 

LAST YKAR, THROUGH the generous donations of the 
Lions Club, the. Rescue Squad was able to purchase air 
ApcorTelemetry Unit. 

This unit proved to be tremendously advantageous lor 
the squad members.. It eliminated volunteers having 1o 
deal with congested radio lines to the hospital. And, more 
importantly, it 'enabled volunteers in tin 1 / squad "van to 
electrically transmit the patient's hear! pattern to the 
hospital. With the system, volunteers can also speaklo the 
hospital through a telephone headset. This can be done 
either personally or from anywhere in the van, even while, 
administering lot he patient 

The new telemetry system is portable; that is, it can be 
used in or out of the emergency van. 

the volunteers follow a certain procedure for any 
emergency call. They cannot leave ihe scene of the call 
until the patient is stabilized and they must ascertain the 
status of the patient before contacting the hospital. 

The patient's rate of breathing, KKG, blood. pressure, 
pulse, pupils, skin temperature, colour and moisture must 
all be established. When all of this has heendone, the 
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squad volunteer then radios the hospilaj via.lhe telemetry 
i unit. He relates the patient's physical complaints, Rives 
all vital informal ion and transmits the patient's KKG! The 
hospital then advises orders to the volunteer. . { '. 

THE HKSCuk SQUAD basically holds- three types of ■ 
equipment; first aid equipment, communications 
equipment, and oxlracation equipment. 

One example of exlracation equipment is the Hurst tool. 
'This is a highly specialized apparatus which operateslike 
a set of hydraulic jaws to move or cul heavy pieces of 
metal in car accidents. 

Because of. Ihe exorbitant costs of certain types of 
equipment, a number of rescue squads in the area have 
held informal agreements whereby such equipment would 
be shared. 

In the past year, -a mucual aide agreement was formally 
signed between Ant inch and other departments in the area 
for t he sharing of equipment . 

The area which Anlioch's Rescue Squad services has 
- been slowly shrinking over the years. Initially, the squad 
covered Gamp Lake, Trevor, Russell and Grayslake areas 
as well as Anttoch. 

Presently, the squad covers only Ant inch township and 
•some of Ihe Lake Shangri-la and Cross Lake areas. They 
do remain flexible, however, with where thoy will lake 
calls. 

WHILE THE AREA. COVERED has diminished, the 
number of calls the squad" receives has slowly, increased

There is much to 'he-said for men who volunteer their 
own lime and energies for emergency calls, who must 
frequently Timil their weekend activities in order to 
remain in the AnliocrTarca for calls, and who must then 
undergo two years of t-faihing on their own time to 
improve the quality of service .they provide for (he 
community. ■

Sobczak, "Our payment is Ihe satisfaction we gel from 
doing something."
